Mary Queen of Scots. Manuscript, on paper, in cursive script, produced in England during the late sixteenth century (after 
1587). Sir Nicholas Bacon is the father of Francis Bacon. Until recent times, his poetry was thought to have been lost, but in 
1919 Henry Daniel printed his edition of these poems from a manuscript in the possession of Rev. M. H. Marsden.
